“The Germans continue to exhaust their army before Verdun to 
the point of extermination. They bring up divisions in reserve from 
every quarter where one is to be found, There are ample French 
guns, and there are still French troops in reserve in plenty for any 
purpose which may enter Joffre’s mind, ; 

“When the writer visited Verdun he found the whole country- 
side outside the fire zone filled with French reserves, and although 
the battle was raging with all the fury which had been its distinguish. 
ing characteristic, French permissionaires were going off to their 
homes on furlough as if nothing was happening, ae : 

‘The Freneh practice has been to give the divisions a rest after 
serious fighting in order to prevent their quality from deteriorating, 
and they can afford to do so, because they have ample reserves. ‘The 
Germans are not in this fortunate position, and so they have to draw 
their shattered divisions out of the line, fill them up from the field de- 
pots as best they may, and hurry them back again into the fight.

Manufacture of Cotton Not Seriously

New York, May 25.—Despite the 
war, Great Britain during the first four 
months of 1916, according to a buile- 
tin issued today by the National City 
Bank, exported more cotton cloth to 
South America than she did in’ the 
same months of 1914, The total ex- 
ports in the first four months of 1916 
were 125 million yards, against 65 mil- 
lion yards in the same months last 
year and 109,000,000 yards in the same 
months of 1914, 

In the same period 
ports of cotton th to 
countries have averaged only about 
one-fifth as much as those of Great 
Britain, British exports totals to all 
parts of the world in April, 1916, were 
$179,000,000, as against $194,000,000 
in April, 1914.

Russian Embassy Reports Finding 
of Special Commission on 
Portugal Case

WASIIIN ON, May 25.-—The Rus- 
sian embassy made publie tonight a 


summary of the findings of a special

'VICKERS FIRM 
DID NOT BUY 
AMMUNITION 


Statements of Premier Bor- 
den and General Hughes 
Contradicted 


CANADA GOT $60,000 ; 
$75,000 WAS PAID 


$15,000 Difference Creates 
Suspicion in Mind of 
Auditor-General 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 25.—Mysterious de- 
velopments and direct conflict of evi- 
dence featured today'’st proceedings of 
the Davidson commission inquiry into 
the sale of small arms ammunition by 
the department of militia and defense, 
In the first place, the destination of 
the ammunition was disclosed in a re- 
markable way. All through the con- 
troversy it had apparently been under- 
stood that the purchaser was Vickers, 
Limited, and the charge was that 1 
had been re-sold to the admiralty a 
an advance of twenty-five per cent, 
F. Orr Lewis, president of Canadian 
Vickers, definitely declared that the 
admiralty were the actual purchasers 
and that neither Canadian Vickers nor 
the English Vickers firm had anything 
to do with it, A director of Vickers, 
Limited, whose name has been imen- 
tioned in connection With the matter 
was merely acting for the admiralty, 
he testified. Premier Borden recent- 
ly stated in the House that it was sold 
to the Vickers company for testing 
purposes, 

Mr. Lewis told the commission that 
payment was made by the admiralty 
through a trustee account, of which 
he was trustee, in thé Bank of Mon- 
treal, at New York, In approximate 
figures, he said, the Canadian govern- 
ment had been paid $60,000 for the 
ammunition, while the admiralty had 
paid into the trustee account seventy 
or seventy-five thousand dollars. The 
account was not yet closed, Mr. Lewis 
said, when asked what had become of 
the difference, 

Here came the evidence of John 
Fraser, auditor general. Mr. Fraser 
gave figures showing a total difforonce 
between the amount paid by the ad- 
miralty and amounts credited to the 
receiver general of Canada to be 
615,613.49. 

“As I said in my letter to the finance 
minister," Mr. Fraser declared, “that 
amounts to practically 25 per cent. of 
the purchase price.” 

The auditor general also’ created 
some sensation by the production of 
correspondence which passed between 
Mr. F. Orr Lewis and the manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, Wall street, 
New York. In the correspondence, 
reference was made to a commission 
for Allison, It was contended on the 
other hand that the reference has no 
bearing on the sale of ammunition, 
but deals with commission on other 
business, Mr, Lewis testified that Al- 
lison had received no commission. 

At the afternoon sitting, Mr. Fraser 
said that despite statements made to 
the effect that the account had not 
been closed, he had not changed his 
mind in regard to his statement that 
there had been an advance of twenty- 
five per cent. in the price of the am- 
munition when it was sold to the ad- 
miralty. His suspicion, he said, had 
been based upon reliable information, 
but he was not prepared to give the 
name of his informant. He had sent 
to the militia department for the ship- 
ping bills, ete., but had been Informed 
that the minister of militia had asked 
for the figures a few days before and 
they were not available, 

Mr. Fraser then addressed a few re- 
marks to the commissioner. “IL don't 
desire,” he said, “to leave a wrong 
impression here in conenction with my 
doubts concerning the olusing uf the 
accounts, | have had many statements 
made to me by men in whom IT have 
as much confidence as [ have in Mr. 
Lewis, The statements of the minister 
of militia and of the prime minister 


have been shown to be = absolutely 
wrong. They have been contradicted 
by Mr. Lewis, That is why T°) don't 


care to accept unreservedly Mr. Tewis' 
statements,” 

“The premier's statements and those 
of the minister of militla were not 
contradicted,” interjected Mr, Hender-

“They were absolutely contradict- 
ed,” said Mr, Dewart, “They suid the 
goods were sold to Vickers for testing 
purposes, Mr. Lewis said they were 
sold to the admiralty, Isn't that a 
contradiction?"

Influences are said to be work 
ing for the settlement of the Home 
Rule question by the exelusion of 
Ulster from the jurisdiction of the 
proposed Trish parliament. Aside 
from religious influence, Ulster’s 
chief objection to an Irish partia- 
ment has been that the Parliament 
would be mainly cleeted outside 
Ulster and would spend taxes 
mainly collected inside Ulster. 
The Ulstermen might have no 
great objection to the other parts 
of the island having a parliament 
if they paid the taxes it spent 
themselves, 

Sonte Conservative papers claim 
the bilingual resolution was intro- 
duced in Parliament as a piece of 
party tacties. It is equally fair to 
say that the upexpected adherence 


of the Nationalists to Sir Robert 
Borden on that oceasion was a 
piece of party tactics. Their vote 


on the question makes plain that 
the Nationalist members of Parlia- 
ment have been done an injustice 
by the public. It has been gener- 
ally assumed that these gentlemen 
were devotedly attached to the 
propagation and perpetuation of 
the French language in Canada. 
Their vote indicates that when it 
comes to declaring their attach- 
ment to the French language or 
letting go the patronage they hang 
on to the patronage. 


The street railway revenue for 
last month shows markedly the 
loss of business following the de- 
parture of three of the battalions 
in training here. Ithasto be ex- 
peeted that the removal of the re- 
maining battalions to the training 
camp at Sarcee will be followed by 
a similar loss of business and re- 
venue, If anything is to be done 
to meet this prospective loss of re- 
venue by cutting down expendi- 
ture, this is the time to get about 
it.

“‘work.’’ These official assurances 
should offset the impression 
created by the unfortunate dis- 
patch alluded to, They stand as 
emphatie assurance to contri- 
butors that the neutral commission 
in charge of relief work give the 
enemy no chance to appropriate 
the donations for himself, — It is 
to be hoped the assurance will be 
accepted fully, and that this most 
deserving of funds will continue to 


receive the generous support it

The 101st Edmonton Fusiliers being 
strictly a military organization comes 
under the Militia Act, which as re- 
ards enlistment and discharge as laid 
down in Otter’s Guide, pages 43, 44, 45, 
reads as follows: 
tnlistment’—By the Militia Act, 
those under the age of eighteen are not 
eligible for enlistment except as 
buglers, “The period of service is for 
three years,” “and on re-engagement 
for a further term the service roll 
should again be signed and oath again 
administered.” “The recruit on en- 
listment should be required to sign a 
service roll and take the oath of allegi- 
ance,” “The enlistment of men be- 
longing to another corps is strictly for- 
hidden,” 
“Discharge or 


Transfer—On com- 


pleting his term of service in time of 
peace a non-commissioned officer or 
man is entitied to a discharge, but if 


the expiration occurs in time of emer- 
gency he is lable to serve for a fur- 
ther period of not more than = 12 
months, There is, however, no pro- 
vision in the Militia Act whereby a 
man can claim it as a right until he 
has fuifilled the terms of his service.” 
The Legion of Frontiersnien is a 
purely voluntary body of men, banded 
together, taking the oath of allegiance 
to the King and Empire in case of 
emergency, attendance at drills being 
ieft to a personal sense of honor and 
obligation to his country and brother 
members. A movement is on foot at 
the present time for this body to join 
the Reserve Militia of Canada, which

Whatever fighting there was during 
the winter and there now Is atong the 
British front might better be described 
os trench raids, One side or the other 
demolishes a section of trench by ex- 
ploding mines or by artillery concen- 
tration, Then the infantry rushes the 
trenches, guthers in some prisoners, 
does what damage it can and returiis 
to its own trench. In the morasses of 
the Ypres salient and the Loos region 
nothing more could be done though a 
winter attack might be possible in 
high country like that around Verdun. 
Much ingenuity has been shown | by 
both sides in these trench raids. But 
no sooner has one side worked out 
new trick than the other learns how 
to counter it. “Mud” was the reason 
given in a word by an officer why the 
British could not attack in winter to 
relieve the pressure on Verdun, “It 
was the season the Germans would 
have chosen for us to attack,” he 
added, 

Coveted Victoria Cross, 

Notwithstanding the countless deeds 
of bravery that has been chronicled 
on the British front, the ceremony of 
ewarding the Victoria Cross is still 
rare enough to be notable whenever it 
occurs, One such recent ceremony was 
unique, for the recipient was Rey. Noel 
Mellish, a London‘ curate, who is the 
first chaplain in the British army to 
receive the cross in the present war, 
or in any war since the second Afghan 
campaign of 1879, 

The units of the army were drawn 
up for the ceremony in a division, 
rorming a hollow square, in the centre 
of which stood Mr. Mellish and other 
officers who were to receive lesser de- 
corations. The general who pinned the 
ribbon on the chaplain’s breast read a 
brief account of the gallantry that 
won him the honor. The general told 
how, again and again Mellish had 
risked his life to attend to and bring 
to places of safety those wounded in 
the fighting at St. Eloi, The clergyman, 
who is an extremely slender and boy- 
ish looking man of gentle manners, re 
ther than a typical fighting parson, 
took his honors modestly, and was 
given a hearty round of cheers by the 
thousands of soldiers present.
